Three representatives of the 
Verley company made the Paris 
‘trip on an Army transport plane 
in July 1945 at a time, Mundt said,

get there.” 

Mundt is a member of the com- 
mittee which is looking into the 
activities of five percenters—in- 
dividuals who search out Govern- 
ment contracts for others at a 
fee; usually 5 per cent. 

Two of the central figures in 
the inquiry are Vaughan, Presi- 
dent Truman’s military aide, and 
John Maragon, former Kansas 
City: bootblack who became a 
Washington man-about-town who 
used to have free access to the 
White House.

MADISON, Wis., Aug. 19 (UP) 
—Federal Bureau of Investigation 
agents began a “preliminary in- 
vestigation” today to determine 
whether 40 Negroes are being held 
in “involuntary servitude” on a 
farm near here.’ At the same time, 
county and: state authorities in- 
vestigated charges that the migra- 
tory workers were cheated, fed 
poorly and housed in insanitary 
conditions. 

The Negroes went on a strike 
Monday to back demands.for more 
than: “al-hour pay, elimi 
nation of compulsory food and 
clothing deductions, guaranteed 
transportation back to the South, 
untampered mail and cleaner liv- 
ing conditions. 

The FBI moved into the case on 
the “oral complaint” of M. Mich- 
ael Essin, Milwaukee attorney and 
People’s Progressive party candi- 
date for attorney general last fall. 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Carl Rungé said the FBI would 
seek to learn whether any “viola-

CHICAGO POLICE 
LL MAN FLEEING 
BURNING HOUSE 


Flares Ignite Tear Gas in 
3-Hour Fight With Oc- 
cupant Who Had Shot 
Child. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (AP) — A 
barricaded Negro stood off 125 po- 
licemen in a three-hour gun fight 
last night before they set fire to 
his home, then riddled him with 
bullets as he attempted to escape. 
He was wanted for shooting a 
child. 

All during the fight, the be- 
sieged Negro, Ernest Craig, 28 
years old, continued firing from 


gas bombs into the two-story 
frame house before the fire 
started. ;, 

As the flames spread through- 
out the first floor and started 
into the upper story, Craig went 
out a second-story window and 
slid to the ground in an 18-inch 
passageway between his corner 
home and the neighboring house. 

Fired at Officer. 

Officers spotted him as he 
crawled along the narrow opening 
toward the front of the building. 
A policeman shouted a warnjng 
and Craig fired at him but missed. 

Two detectives returned the fire 
from machine guns. Craig’s body 
convulsed as shot after shot 
struck him. He continued firing 
until two other policemen moved 
in and emptied their revolvers 
into his quivering body. 

Examination later showed Craig 
had been struck by at least 18 
machine gun and pistol bullets 
and several shotgun pellets. 

A first attempt to force Craig 
out of the building failed. 
The officers threw flares into the 
front of the building and as the 
blaze began to spread a detail] of 
policemen moved into the build- 
ing. They were forced back by 
bullets from Craig’s guns. Fire- 
men doused the blaze and more 
gas bombs were thrown in, but 
Craig stubbornly continued the 
fight and taunted police to “come 
in and get me.” 

The second fire started about 
half an hour later and it destroyed 
the interior of the house. ’ 

There were reports that police 
started the fires deliberately to 
force Craig out. However, they 
denied this, saying the fires prob- 
ably were started when flares 
fired to illuminate the _ scene 
ignited the accumulation of tear 
gas inside the house. 

Two Policemen Wounded. 

Two policemen were wounded 
seriously in the exchange of 
bullets. - Detective Marshall Pid- 
geon, 51, was shot twice in the 
back and once in an ear. Detec- 
tive Lloyd Nebergall, 46, was 
wounded in the forehead. Their 
wounds were described as not crit- 
ical. Three other officers. su?- 
fered minor bullet wounds. 

The gun fight started after 
Craig had .accidentally wounded 
2-year-old Drake Atkins in a wild 
frenzy of two-gun shooting. 

Police said that Craig had hired 
Lawrence Mack, 17, also a Negro 
and a neighbor, to. redecorate his 
flat. Craig accused Mack of 
stealing a pistol while he was do. 
ing the work and the two quar-

Four. persons were killed in an- 
other crash at Baildon, near Shi 
ley, Yorkshire, the Civil Aviation 
Ministry announced.

and burned. 
Police at the scene said they 


crew members dead. Another pas- 
senger, 2 woman, died en route to 
the hospital in nearby Oldham. 
About half the passengers were 
women. 

Ambulance crews carried the 
survivors on stretchers three miles 
across marshland to the Oldham 
Infirmary. 

Boy Blown Through Window. 

Among the first reaching the 
infirmary were Mr. and Mrs. 
Horace Evans and their son, Ste- 
phen, 5 years old. 

“Stephen was blasted through a 
window by the force of the crash,” 
Evans said. He said the plane im- 
mediately burst into flames. 

Royal Air Force, squads from 
Buxton raced to the scene and 
used walkie-talkie mobile radios 
for communications in the foggy, 
treacherous moorlands and crag 
nearby hills. ; 

The plane was descending 
through dense fog and cloud for 
a landing at Manchester when it 
suddenly lost radio contact. It 
crashed only a few minutes’ flying 
time from its goal, 

An Air Ministry spokesman said 
the plane, an American built C-47, ' 
was executing a “procedure turn 
on standard beam approach for 
landing when radio contact sud- 
denly ceased.” 

Workers at a nearby paper mill 
said they heard a thud and an 
explosion. Several said they saw 
the plane break in two and then 
burst into flames. 

Seon afterward, the second 
crashed in a’ cornfield 40 miles 
away. All four occupants were 
killed. The plane was on a test 
flight. — : 
Doctor at Scene. 

Dr. John Loftus, one.of the first 
to arrive at the scene, said: 

“IT found bodies scattered all 
over the place. There were a few 
survivors lying groaning on the 
hillside, but some of them died 
before I could attend to them. 

“T have been a docter since 
1914 and served in both wars, but 
this was the worst sight I have 
ever seen.” 

It was Britain’s worst air disas- 
ter since July 1948, when an RAF 
transport command plane collided 
with a Swedish craft over Lon- 
don’s Northolt Airport with a loss 
of 39 lives.

Technical charges of child 
abandonment were placed against 
Patricia Ann Nelson, 22 years old, 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., to bring her 
boy under court custody. 

Assistant Cotinty Attorney Dave 
Elderkin said that Frank and 
Sally Shannon, Chicago, fortune 
tellers at the All-Iowa Fair here, 
apparently thought they were 
legally adopting the child in the 
transaction Wednesday. A notary 
public had drawn up “some kind” 
of a paper, Elderkin said. 

The mother was not held and 
authorities said she had left 
Iowa, >.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19—Ra- 
dio’s popular give-away programs,

Communications Commission to- 
day. 

The commission announced new 
rules, effective Oct. 1, which must 
be followed by broadcasters to 
obtain renewal of licenses or new 
licenses. These rules interpret 
federal statutes barring lotteries 
as applicable to many give-away 
programs. 

Each case. will be determined 
on its merits, the commission said, 
but the rules appeared to be 
broad. enough to cover a large 
number of programs offering 
prizes of cash, merchandise and 
other “valuable” considerations, 
such as trips to Alaska. 

The rules apply to amplitude 
modulation, frequency modulation 
and television broadcasting. Broad- 


if they disagree with the FCC in- 
terpretation of the statutes. 

The FCC has been studying the 
situation for more than a year. 
It issued a set of proposed rules 
Aug. 5, 1948, which were similar 
to the final determination made 
today. The radio industry opposed 
thé regulations on the grounds 
the FCC had no authority to set 
out rules interpreting the United 
States criminal code and that if it 
did have he authority the particu- 
lar proposed rules did not set forth 
violations of the pertinent statute. 


(In New York the American 
Broadcasting Co. announced it 
will immediately seek a court test 
of the legality of the FCC ruling. 
A statement said: “no changes 
will bemade in the A.B.C, pro- 
grams as a result of the FCC 
regulation.” )

Mayor Retreats, Asserts 
He Is ‘Not Adverse to 
Discussing This Mat- 
ter’ With Him.

Mayor Joseph M, Darst today 
retreated from his position that he 
would not consider Fire Chief 
Frank Egenriether for retention 
as head of the city’s fire fighting 
forces. 

In a statement outlining the 
events which preceded Egenrie- 
ther’s resignation, the Mayor said 
that Egenriether could present 
himself as a candidate for the 
civil service examination shortly 
to be held for fire chief. 

It was brought out at a press 
conference later today that Mayor 
Darst had been “assisted” in prep- 
aration of the statement by Le- 
moine Skinner Jr., whom. the 
Mayor recently appointed as a 
member of the three-man Civil 
Service Commission. Skinner is a 
public relations counselor. 

Asked by reporters whether 
such use of Skinner’s services was 
not “putting Skinner on a spot” in 
view of the non-partisan character 
of the commission, the Mayor re- 
plied: “I did not intend to put 
him on a spot.” 

Skinner was out of town today. 

Egenriether resigned Aug. 3 
rather than recommend a cut of 
124 men in the department’s per- 
sonnel and to recommend a 
lengthening in the hours of work 
of the remaining employes in the 
department. He has taken his 
vacation, and his resignation, un- 
der civil service regulations, is not 
effective until Sept. 10. 

“Wouldn’t Be Goat.” 

When he resigned, he said he 
“would not be the goat” for an 
administration demand that the 
department operate within a 
budget which was inadequate to 
meet safety requirements’ with- 
out increasing the working hours 
of the personnel. Later, Mayor 
Darst abandoned any plan for a 
personnel reduction. 

Mayor Darst, who previously 
stated that he would not consider 
returning Egenriether to the post, 
said t : 

“I am_not averse to discussing 
this matter with | Egen- 
riether, but at no time have I had 
any communication from him or 
any person who has suggested he 
ae si the former chief.

MARAGON REPORTED 
TO HAVE 61 TRAFFIC 
CHARGES ON RECORD 


Washington Star Cites Vio- 
lations, Mostly for Illegal 
Parking, Since 1934. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
The Evening Star says a card file 
in the District of Columbia traffic 
bureau shows 61 violations 
charged to John Maragon, former 
Kansas City bootblack, often men- 
tioned in the Senate five per- 
center investigation. fone § 

Testimony in the Senate inquiry 
has pictured Maragon as a close 
friend, of Maj. Gen. Harry H. 
Vaughan of St. Louis, President 
Truman’s military aide, and as a 
man on firstname terms with 
many other Washington figures. 

The traffic violations file goes 
back to 1934. All the Maragon 
charges, the Star says, were for 
illegal parking exeept one for jay 
walking and. four in connection 
with minor accidents. 

Also in the file, the story says, 
is a letter from the District of 
Columbia commissioners saying 
there was insufficient reason to 
revoke Maragon’s auto driving 
permit. 

Inspector Arthur E. Miller, head 
of the police traffic division, said 
the record showed Maragon had 
forfeited collateral in 29 instances 
and received warnings in five 
cases. Two cases were dropped, he 
said, and he did not know what 
happened to the others. 

The Washington Post, reporting 
on. the traffic file, makes the 
count of charges against Maragon 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (UP)—The 
National Safety Council reported 
today that 13,810 persons were 
killed in traffic accidents in the 
first half of 1949. 

The toll included an estimated 
4000 pedestrians the. council said. 
The total deaths were just 100 
under the total reported for the 
same period last year.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
The Administration’s foreign arms 
aid program, severely battered by 
the House which cut its main pro- 
vision in half, underwent a new 
attack today at a Senate hearing. 
Henry A. Wallace, appearing be- 
fore the combined Senate Foreign 
Relations and Armed Services 
Committees, accused President 
Truman of inciting false fears of 
Russia in an effort to push 
through the $1,450,000,000 military. 
aid bill. He declared that passage 
of the measure would “undermine 
the economy and military security 
of the United States and Europe.” 

House Passes Reduced Bill. 
The fight on the program shift- 
ed to the Senate after the House 
dealt an unexpected setback to the 
program last night by slashing 
$580,495,000 or 50 per cent off its 
$1,160,990,000 allotment for west- 
ern Eueopean signatories of the 
North Atlantic Treaty. The House 
then approved, 238 to 122, the 
amended $869,505,000 bill. 

The $580,495,000 cut, contained 
in an amendment by Representa- 
tive Richards (Dem.), South Caro- 
lina, also limited the whole re- 
armament -undertaking to next 
June 30, whereas Truman planned 
it for two years. The amendment 
was adopted by a top heavy 209 to 
151 roll call vote after being ten- 
tatively approved by a teller vote 
of 172 to 137. 

The theory behind the Richards 
amendment is that additional 
funds can be provided next year if 
benefiting nations demonstrate by 
then that they are going to work 
together for mutual defense.

pose under the program, and (5) 
require the President to’ channel 
production into areas suffering 
from acute unemployment prob- 
ems. 

Defeat of those amendments 
was a shallow victory for the Ad- 
ministration, whose House leaders 
had predicted -confidently that 
they could stave off any cut -in 
western European funds. What 
they failed to figure on were the 


northern Democratic ranks, which 
usually line up solidly for any- 
thing the President wants. , 
The roll-call count on the Ric 
ards amendment to halve the 
western European fund found 3 
members not accounted for. And 
among the 71: Democrats who sup- 
ported. the amendment were many 
northern members who normally 
are found in Administration ranks. 
After the vote to chop the pro- 
gram, the possibility remained 
that the House might still approve 
almost as much as Truman re- 
quested by adding $505,150,000 in 
contract authority, but this hope 
proved fruitless.

-Their objections may be summed 
up as follows: 


‘l. At best, devaluation can only 
serve as a shot in the arm for 
British exports. It might cut 
British export prices in terms of 
dollars for a few months, but, 
since Britain is out for dollars, 
this won’t mean anything unless 
it can greatly increase the quan- 
tity of exports to make up for the 
lower prices. There is no guaran- 
tee that Britain can increase the 
quantity of its exports to that ex- 
tent. 

2. Britain has to buy more from 
the dollar area than it sells to the 
dollar area. Most of its food im- 
ports come from there. So by cut- 
ting the value of the pound—which 
means increasing the price of the 
dollar—it would be increasing its 
disbursements far more than it 
increased its receipts. 

3. The effects of devaluation 
would be widespread ‘and most of 
them would be unsettling and 
therefore bad. It would certainly 
mean an increase in the cost of liv- 
ing. This in turn would either 
mean an increase in wages or a lot 
of labor trouble. Since the trade 
unions finance the Labor party 
and to a large extent run it, the 
answer probably would be to in- 
crease wages thereby upping costs 
and losing the intended benefits 
of devaluation on the cost of ex- 
porg goods. It would mean great 
hardship to all persons with fixed 
incomes, holders of insurance and 
so forth.

He also said the defendant sup- 
plied vitamin pills, vitamin oil 
and news of American and Allicd 
successes, 

She whispered to him of the fall 
of Saipan, Ince said, and asked 
him, “Whom do these people think 
they are fooling?” 

Ince added “she constantly re- 
ferred to them as Japs—a gross 
insult.” 

Asked by defense attorney 
Wayne Collins if his life ever had 
been threatened by the Japanese 
while working on Radio Tokyo, 
he answered: “Yes, frequently.”

CONGRESS FORBIDS

ANY MORE PRIZES 


Decides Not ‘to Investigate 
1948 Award to Insane 
Ezra Pound. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (UP)— 
Congress gave orders to its Li- 
brary to lay off literary prize- 
giving. The order stemmed espe- 
cially from its 1948 award to the 
insane poet, Ezra Pound. 

The directive was announced by 
Senator Green (Dem.), Rhode 
Island, after a meeting of a joint 
House-Senate Library of Congress 
Committee which he heads. 

Green said there would be no 
investigation of the Pound award 
as demanded by Representative 
Javits (Rep.), New York, and sev- 
eral other House members. 

“But we decided the policy ‘of 

the Library will be to spongor no 
prizes of rewards of the kind,” 
Green said. “I think it is bad 
policy for the Government to give 
prizes and rewards, especially in 
matters of taste.” 
Pound was given the $1000 Bol- 
lingen award for the “highest 
achievement of American poetry 
for 1948.” It was based on his 
book, “Pisan Cantos.” Jurors who 
picked him. were the fellows of 
the Library of Congress in Ameri- 
can Letters, a group of literary 
lights appointed by the librarian. 
It was the first issuance of the 
Bollingen award, which was ex- 
tended by a New York foundation 
to be granted through the Library. 
Pound, who broadcast for Mus- 
solini during the last war and was 
charged with treason, received his 
prize at a mental institution 
where he has heen held since his 
return to the United States. His 
treason trial was canceled because 
he was adjudged legally insane. 


WILL CLAYTON RESIGNS 
FROM WORLD BANK POST 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
William L. Clayton, Texas cotton 
man and former Under Secretary 
of State, resigned today as alter- 
nate United States Governor of 
the World Bank and International 
Monetary Fund.

Government Acts to Break 
Communist Drive — 
Striker Killed in Fight 
With Police.

HELSINKI, Aug. 19 (AP)—The 
Finnish Government moved swift- 
ly today to smash a growing 
Communist offensive as police ar- 
rested Red leaders in Kemi, 
scene of yesterday’s _strike vio- 
lence which left one dead and nine 
injured. 

Among those arrested was the 
chairman of the Kemi City Coun- 
cil, Lahja Heikkilae, described as 
one of the leaders of yesterday’s 
strike call. Another city council 
member also was reported ar- 
rested. 


Reliable reports said Commv- | 


nists from southern Finland also 
were arrested at Kemi. This 
would indicate that agitators from 
Helsinki had been operating in 
the town, where 1500 striking 
lumberjacks exchanged fire yes- 
terday with police. r 

Government spokesmen have de- 
clared the strike is designed to 
make Finland into a Communist 
state. 

Meanwhile, the strikers an- 
nounced a new strike meeting to- 
night, in defiance of a bar by the 
governor of the northern province 
on all public gatherings, with 
heavy fines for any violations. A 
strike meeting also was called in 
Helsinki today. 

Communist leaders have warned 
that the strike actions will con- 
tinue. 

It has been estimated that about 
45,000 workers are out on strike. 
In some locals strike adherance 
is 100 per cent, but at most places 
anti-Communist workers are re- 
fusing to walk out. 

(The United Press said that an- 
other 50,000 workers walked off 
their jobs today, boosting to 150,- 
000 the number taking part in the 
walkout.) 

The plumbers began their strike 
today. Employers said the walk- 
out was 100 per cent effective. 

The strike announced by the 
forestry workers’ and _ loggers’ 
union also began today. It was 
not expected to be complete, as 
workers in several locals voted 
against the walkout. 

Interior Minister Aarre Simonen 
said the clashes at Kemi were 
caused by a planned attempt to 
drive volunteer workers away 
from their jobs. He asserted vi- 
olent Communist agitation had 
been going on for weeks in Kemi. 

He declared the Communists 

throughout Finland had started a 
fight against the Central Trade 
Union Federation, and the Govern- 
ment and now had resorted to 
violent measures. 
Most of Finland’s trade union 
members are non-Communists and 
some 200,000 of the 300,000 union- 
ists may defy the strike call.

HOUSE PASSES BILL 
WITH FUNDS FOR 
VOICE OF AMERICA 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (UP)— 
The House today passed by voice 
vote and sent to the Senate a 
-72,790,521 supplemental spending 
bill including funds to help the 
“Voice of America” combat -Rus- 
sian jamming of international 
broadcasts. 

The House accepted without de- 
bate its Appropriations Commit- 
tee’s recommendation of -11,500,000 
for improved radio broadcasting 
facilities.

U.S. MINE CHIEF 
PRAISES RESCUE IN 
ILLINOIS. PIT. FIRE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (UP)— 
Director James Boyd of the Bu- 
reau of Mines today praised man- 
agement, miners, and rescuers 
whose efforts prevented an under- 
ground coal mine fire Monday 
near Springfield, Ill., from becom- 
ing one of “the worst disasters“ 
in coal mine history. 


The fire broke out at Mine No. 
59 of the Peabody Coal Co., but 
all 257 miners who were under- 
ground were saved without in- 
jury. 

Boyd’s remarks were made after 
he received a preliminary report 
from bureau men who investi- 
gated the fire. 


Of the miners, 135 escaped 
through an air and escape way 
shaft that had been completed 
recently by the mine operators on 
the recommendation of state and 
federal mine safety officials. : 

All the miners were notified of 
the fire by telephone and 62 
escaped through the main hoisting 
shaft. The remaining 60, trapped 
in their sections by smoke and 
fumes, had to remain there until 
an Illinois state mine rescue team 
took them to safety with protec- 
tive breathing devices. 

Boyd said that if the mine had 
not been well rock dusted, which 
prevents the spread of fires and 
explosions, everyone might have 


been . killed.

Phillips “ 

Alroy S. Phillips, who threat- 
ened to resign from the board of 
freeholders two weeks ago over 
“things that are going on in the 
board,” expressed himself as sat- 
isfied yesterday after the board 
heard his complaint in a 30-min- 
ute executive session. 

After the meeting, the board is- 
sued the following statement, in 
which Phillips concurred: “What- 
ever differences of opinion May 
have existed among members of 
the board have been amicably re- 
solved.”

When Phillips announced his 
readiness to go into the matter, 
Tucker asked if he wanted to 
make his statement in an open 
meeting or in an executive session 
from which press and _ public 
would be excluded. 

Reluctant to Decide. 

Phillips appeared reluctant to 
take the responsibility for making 
the decision and suggested he 
would abide by the board’s wishes. 
“If anyone wants an open meet- 
ing, I would just as soon say what 
I have to say in the open,” he said. 
Tucker expressed the opinion that 
the board could not, with propri- 
ety, ask for a closed meeting 
since Phillips’s complaint had re- 
ceived wide publicity and reflect- 

ed on the board. 

Francis M. O’Brien, a member, 
said he felt that if Phillips had 
any complaint it would be as well 
to air it openly as to have wrong 
inferences arise from an executive 
session. After some more ex- 
‘changes, Phillips announced he 
thought possibly more harm would 
come from an open meeting and 
recalled that his telegram had 
suggested an executive session. 
That course was then adopted. 

During the regular meeting, 
Phillips found himself in opposi- 
tion to a majority of the members 
on a rule change proposed by the 
committee on rules and proced- 
ure, of which O’Brien is chairman. 

The suggested change would re- 
quire that proposals be introduced 
without explanation or debate, 
with the proponent given full 
opportunity to explain the pro- 
posal when it was taken up by the 
committee to which it Was 
assigned. O’Brien explained the 
change was in the interest of 
sparing the time of the board at 
regular meetings. 

Ss Position. 

Phillips said he was aware of 
the wisdom of such a rule in the 
case of the legislature where a 
large number of bills are intro- 
duced during a session but he said 
in the Board of Freeholders the 
press would be handicapped in re-, 
porting proposals unless the pro- 
ponent gave some explanation 
when introducing them. “I have 
bean the chief offender against 
this rule,” he said, “but I don’t 
think the rule is directed against 
me. As a matter of fact, I doubt

After further debate, the rule 
change. was adopted with pro- 
vision for a copy of the proposal 
to the press. 

A second rule change was 
adopted despite opposition by 
Henry F. Chadeayne.

First Told Police Prowler Did It

TOWN’S MAIN STREET 


Six - Day - Old Child 
Strangled Because of 
Worry Over Father’s 
Lack of Job, She Says. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 19 (AP)—A 
young mother who first told police 
that her six-day-old daughter was 
strangled by a Negro prowler was 
quoted by police early today as 
saying “I killed her.” 

Police Capt. John Enright said 


the woman, Mrs. Dorothy Skeoch, 


22 years old, admitted killing the 
child only a few hours after they 
arrived home from the hospital, 
where the baby was born. 

The baby, Susan, was found 
dead in bed with a plastic diaper 
knotted tightly around her neck. 

Mrs. Skeoch, a former payroll 
clerk at the University of Chi- 
cago, was quoted as saying she 
had been depressed because her 
husband, Thomas, 21, had been un- 
employed since he lost his job as 
a dockworker two weeks ago. 

‘No Money Coming In.’ 

“There was no money coming 
in and I couldn’t stand seeing the 
baby go through what I have 
gone through,” Enright said the 
woman told him. 

She related, Enright added, that 
while she was pondering the fam- 
ily’s plight the baby began whim- 
pering and that she then tied the 
diaper around the child’s neck. 

After the .child died, Mrs. 
Skeoch said her first thought was 
to attribute the strangling to a 
Negro prowler. On that impulse, 
she told police, she ran through 
their south side apartment scream- 
ing, and finally to the apartment 
of a neighbor, Mrs. Viola Venkus, 
22 


“Something happened to my 
baby.. A colored man did it,” Mrs. 
Venkus said the mother cried. 

Together Mrs. Skeoch and Mrs. 
Venkus returned to the apartment 
where Mrs. Venkus untied the 
diaper and summoned a fire de- 
partment rescue squad. After fail- 
ing to revive the child, the fire- 
men called police. 

Tells of Prowler’s Threat. 

Detective William Hennessey 
said Mrs. Skeoch first told him 
that a Negro had walked into the 
apartment through the kitchen 
door and demanded money with 
the threat that “if you haven’t 
any money, I'll get the baby.” 

The detective said the mother 
related that she fainted and did 
not know of the baby’s death un- 
til after she had recovered con- 
sciousness and called Mrs. Venkus. 

Hennessey said Mrs. Skeoch had 
given him a ‘somewhat detailed 
description of the alleged intruder 
and reported that he had stolen 
her wristwatch. Hennessey found 
the watch in the apartment short- 
ly thereafter, however, and took 
the woman to headquarters for 
further questioning. 

Enright said Skeoch told him 
that he had worked at several 
different jobs within the past few 
months and that he is on a year’s 
probation for theft of a pen and 
pencil from the mail while he was 
employed as a letter carrier. 

A coroner’s jury recommended 
that Mrs. Skeoch be held to’ the 
grand jury’on a murdér charge.

The St. Clair county grand jury, 
after an investigation begun last 
May, reported today it was “im- 
possible” to determine the motive 
of former Chief of Police Fred E. 
Saeger of Belleville, who took 
his life July 12, 1948. 

The report was made to Pro- 
visional Judge Joseph E. Fleming. 
An inquiry made by the Belleville 
Community Council prompted the 
grand jury’s investigation. Seven 
witnesses were heard this week, 
following a two-month recess. 
“The least that can be done,” 
the report concluded, “is to let 
him rest in peace.” No mention 
was made of charges made by 
relatives and political associates 
of Saeger that he killed himself 
when under pressure from gam- 
bling interests in Belleville who 
sought to resume operations, 
chiefly with handbooks and slot 
machines. 

The jury pointed out that 
Saeger had accused no one, had 
gone about his duties as usual on 
the day he killed himself, and had 
at no time indicated he was con- 
templating suicide. The report 
said Saeger was “well-liked” and 
had no known enemies. 

It was observed that “various 
reasons were advanced and highly 
reflected upon by this body, but 
none of these single reasons were 
thought to be of sufficient im- 
portance to cause a man to take 
his own life.” 

The jury, which ended its term 
with fhe report, also returned 
about 40 routine criminal indict- 
ments. 


PEORIA STUDENT, 
' FRIEND KILLED 
IN FALL IN ALPS 


ROME, Aug. 19 (AP)—A Peoria 
(Ill.) . student and his American ' 
companion plunged thousands of 
feet to their deaths yesterday 
while attempting to climb Mont 
Blanc in the French-Italian Alps. 
Mont Blanc is the highest peak in 
Europe. 

The two were James Graham 
McNear, 21 years old, of Peoria, a 
Harvard University student, and 
Dr. John Frederick Spech, 29, bio- 
chemist and member of the faculty 
of the University of Chicago. 

A dispatch from Courmayeur, in 
northern Italy, said they were 
killed about noon local time (6 a.m. 
St. Louis time). It said McNear’s 
climbing rope gave way and he 
fell, ‘dragging Spech with him. 
They were scaling the peak of 
Mont Blanc known as the Giant’s 
Tooth. 

McNear was the son of the late 
George P. McNear Jr., president 
of the Toledo, Peoria & W:-torn 
Railroad. The elder MeNear was 
killed from ambush March 10, 
1947, in a strike on his 239-mile 
feeder rail line. 

The bodies of young McNear and 
Spech were recovered by guides 
and. taken to Courmayeur. They 
were the fifth and sixth persons 
in recent days to die on the hazar- 
dous slopes of Mont Blanc. Freak- 
ish summer snows have blanketed 
the mountain’s peaks, making 
climbing perilous. Mont Blanc is 
15,781 feet high. ' 

McNear is survived by his moth- 
er, a brother, John, and a sister, 
Elizabeth, all of Peoria, and a 
brother, Clinton, of Moline, II.

‘thank you” note in 1945 to the 
manufacturer of a deep-freeze unit 
which she had been given, but 
the company returned the note 
because it was not the donor. The

The committee did 
not make the note public. 

Albert J. Gross, manufacturer of 
the freezers, was paid by the Al- 
bert Verley Co. 

Gross was questioned about the 
letter by commiftee counsel Wil- 
liam P. Rogers. 

Q. And you received a hand- 
written letter from Mrs. Truman 
thanking you for the one you 
shipped to her? 

A. That is right, sir... 

Q. How did you happen to have 
that photostated? 

A. The letter was misdirected to 
us.

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Dollar-Vélume Decline Last 
Week Is Sixth in a 
Row. 
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Department store sales in St. 
Louis on a dollar-value basis were 
down last week for the sixth suc- 
cessive week, as compared with 
the corresponding week last year, 
the Federal Reserve Bank re- 
ported yesterday. 

The drop was 10 per cent, about 
the same as declines in previous 
weeks. «St. Louis’s showing, how- 
ever, was better than for the na- 
tion as a whole, which had a 16 
per cent drop. Declines national- 
ly ranged up to 22 per cent for 
the Cleveland Federal Reserve 
District. Only Dallas, with a 4 
per cent decline, and San Fran- 
cisco, with 8 per cent, had better 
showings than St. Louis. 

At this time last year, St. Louis 
department store sales were 10 
per cent above the corresponding 
week of 1947. The current de- 
cline has been attributed vari- 
ously to the weather: reduced 
prices, which would affect dollar 
volume, and unavailability of mer- 
chandise. 

In the St. Louis Federal Re- 
serve District, comprising all. or 
parts of seven states, dollar vol- 
ume last week was down 11 per 
cent, with Little Rock, Ark., 
showing the greatest decline for 
any one city—14 per cent. For 
the four-week period ending last 
Saturday, sales in St. Louis were 
down 11 per cent from a year 
ace and for the district, 12 per 
cent.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
Senator Bridges (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, promised today an ac- 
counting next month of his $35,- 
000 a year services as a trustee 
for the United Mine Workers pen- 
sion fund. 

Bridges told a rheerter he re- 
gards as just an attempt to “cause 
political embarrassment” a state- 
ment laid before the Senate Bank- 
ing Committee yesterday at the re- 
quest of Senator Taylor (Dem.), 
Idaho. 

The statement was prepared by 
Robert D. L’Heureux, committee 
counsel. It said Bridges had in- 
sisted that the cost of independent 
actuarial studies done at his re- 
quest be charged against the 1947 
pension fund, The statement cited 
minutes of the fund directors’ 
meetings to show that a $12,000 
bill had been paid for this study. 

(The United Press said the 
documents placed in the record 
at Taylor’s instigation showed 
that last April Bridges employed 
Russell E. Reagh, a former Treas- 
ury official, for actuarial studies 
and the Reagh’s $12,000 fee was 
paid by the fund. 

Others Paid From Fund. 


(It said Bridges acknowledged 
that Reagh and two other experts 
were employed at his suggestion 
and paid by the fund, but reported 
to the whole board of trustees 
rather than to him personally. 


(However, the U.P. reported, 


which were included in the docu- 
ments filed by Taylor, revealed 
that John L. Lewis, UMW presi- 
dent, believed that “Reagh was 
never employed by the trustees, 
but served for Trustee Bridges 
personally.”) 

Bridges has contended that a 
large share of the $35,000 he has 
received as a trustee has gone to 
employ actuarial advisers, for at- 
torney’s fees and for other coun- 
sel. 

He said that “everything perti- 
nent” in L’Heureux’s report had 
been pointed out previously, add- 


ing: 

“It is true that the general 
counsel and actuarial services 
were furnished by the welfare 
fund, with their reports available 
to all trustees. 

“But I felt and still do that 
it was necessary for me to have 
expert advice and counsel hired 
by me personally that was re- 
sponsible and loyal only to me and 
to that end I retained the services 
of certified public accountants, at- 
torneys and other more general 
counsel. 

Bridges to Give Names. 


Bridges said he will name the 
counsel he has hired when he fin- 
ishes his work as a trustee, prob- 
ably next month. 

Taylor told a reporter he just 
got curious about Bridges’s opera- 
tions as a trustee of the fund aft- 
er he heard testimony that the 
New Hampshire Senator was be- 
ing paid $35,000 a year. 

He said curiosity prompted him 
to write a letter to L’Heureux ask- 
ing for the report. 

Bridges’s $35,000 salary was dis- 
closed recently in testimony before 
the Banking Committee dealing 
with the coal industry. Ezra Van 
Horn, the third trustee, got a 
similar salary.

ASSAILS TRUMAN 
LOYALTY ORDER 


Says Test of U.S. Em- 
ployes Inquires Into Sup- 
posed Thoughts—Calls 
for Drastic Revision.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
The world’s largest general organ- 
Zation of scientists yesterday as- 
sailed President Truman's “loyal- 
ty order” affecting federal em- 
Pployes as “basically objectionable.” 

The same organization, the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, also strong- 
ly criticized the “security clear- 
ance” programs of the national 
military establishment and the 
Atomic Energy Commission as 
they affect scientists. 


In a report published in the as- 
sociation’s weekly journal “Sci- 
ence,” the association noted that 
Truman’s loyalty order provides 
that no person shall be employed 
in a federal post “if he is believed 
to be disloyal” to the United States 
Government. 


“Basically Objectionable.” 

The report said: “The loyalty or- 
der is basically objectionable be- 
cause it seeks to determine the 
employe’s loyalty by inquiring into 
his supposed thoughts and atti- 
tudes, which are established in 
large part by imputing to him the 
beliefs of his ossociates.” 

“If the loyalty order is to be re- 
tained,” the statement said “a 
drastic revision is essential. In- 
stead of focusing on an employe’s 
associations, it should focus on his 
behavior in overt acts. Legisla- 
tion already on the statute books 
amply protects the federal service 
against retention of employes who 
advocate erthrow of: the Gov- 
ernment.” 

The association said the pro- 
gram of the military establish- 
ment allowed appeal only to a 
military “tribunal” when a civilian 
acientist’s clearance is disapproved 
by the military, and it added: 

“Such subjection of the desti- 
nies of civilians to military tribu- 
nals is contrary to national tra- 
dition.”

When the listener has 
a choice of programs available, 
the broadcaster seeks to attract 
the listener to create ‘circulation’ 
as a basis for sale of time and the 
sponsor tries to attract the listen- 
er to sell his product. 
“When the listener is induced by 
a scheme for awarding prizes 
based on chance to listen to a 
particular station and program, he 
furnishes the broadcaster a valu- 
able benefit in the form of ‘circu- 
lation.’ This conception should 
not be obscured by the practice of 
having the listener send in a box- 
top or some tangible evidence he 
has bought the sponsor’s product. 
IMducements to Listeners. 
“Where such a scheme is de- 
signed to induce members of the 
public t6 listen to the program 
and be at home available for se- 
lection as winner, there results 
detriment to those who are in- 
duced to listen when they are 
under no duty to do so. This 
detriment to the public results in 
a benefit to the licensee who sells 
the radio time and ‘circulation’ to 
the sponsor, and to the sponsor as 
well, who presents his advertising 
to the audience secured by means 
of the scheme. 
“When considered in its entirety, 
involving award of 
prizes designed to induce persons 
to listen to the particular program 
certainly involves consideration 
furnished directly or indirectly by 
members of the public who are in- 
duced to listen. 
“Any supposition that there 
must be a direct sale or other 
form of contract before a scheme 
involving some form of considera- 
tion is presented does not take 
into account the medium of broad- 
casting and its economics.” 


Conditions of Ruling.

RADIO GIFTS PUT AT 
$3,500,000 A YEAR 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (AP)— 
Radio giveaways will be hard hit 
by today’s ruling of the Federal 
Communications Commission, 
trade circles here believe. 

Network executives declined 
comment until they could study 
the ruling. 

It has been estimated that about 
$3,500,000 in merchandise and cash 
— mostly merchandise—is given 
away annually on the four major 
networks alone. 

The trade publication Radio 
Daily said that in one recent week 
the four networks had 33 give- 
aways with total prizes of $205,- 
000. However, some of these prizes 
stand for several weeks before 
being won, so the amount actually 
awarded each week would average 
somewhat lower. 

The great bulk of giveaway 
prizes come not from the net- 
works or the sponsors, but fr 
manufacturers who donate théir 
products in return for free men- 
tion on the program.

$11,372 VERDICT IN PATENT

An $11,372 jury verdict against 
the Alemite Co. of North Dakota, 
in a patent infringement suit by 
the Lincoln Engineering Co. of 
St. Louis, was set aside yesterday 
by the United States Court of Ap- 
peals here.

He said the matter would 
be presented td the federal grand 
jury when it reconvenes Aug. 31. 

Particular attention was paid 
federal statutes on income tax, 
the transportation of weapons, the 
Mann Act, narcotics and using the 
mails tq defraud.

REDS TAKE TAYU 
FIGHT FOR CANTON 
DRAWING NEARER 


U.S. Embassy Moving to}! 
Hong Kong — Navy 
Plans to Fly Americans 
Out If They Leave Now. 


By SPENCER MOOSA 

CANTON, Aug. 19 (AP)-—The 
battle for Canton neared today 
with the Communist capture of 
Tayu, a key city 170 miles to the 
northeast. 

Tayu is in the broad Kan river 
valley, which leads to Canton, Its 
fall was announced by the defense 
ministry. 

With Tayu gone, the road is 
more or less clear to Kukong, 70 
miles to the west. When the Reds 
reach Kukong the battle for Can- 
ton itself ig begun, military ob- 
servers believe. 

Kukong is 120 miles to the north | 
on the railway from Canton to the 
Yangtze valley and central China. 
Its loss would isolate Canton from 
the 200,000-man army of Gen. Pai 
Chung-hsi, commander on the 
front to the north. 

Press reports said civilians in 
increasing numbers were fleeing 
from Kukong. 

The Defense Ministry said Pai’s 
forces wiped out a Communist 
division and an artillery battalion 
in a battle 50 miles northwest of 
Hengyang. 

Hengyang, is Pai’s base, 265 
miles almost due north af Canton. 
The ministry said most of the 
Red forces were killed and ex- 
cept for a handful the rest were 
captured (this might mean — 
men). 

U. S. Embassy Leaving. 

Underscoring the gravity of Can- 
ton’s situation, the United States 
Embassy announced it was mov- 
ing to Hong Kong, the British 
crown colony to the south. Em- 
bassy officials will commute daily 
with Canton as long as conditions 


NEWSPAPER VENDOR 
ACCUSED OF TAKING 
RACE BETS IS FREED 


Judge Rules Arrest Illegal— 
Officer Admits Seeing No 
Law Violation. 


Harry Greenberg, a newspaper 
vendor who admitted, according 
to police who arrested him yester- 
day, that he accepted horse race 
bets and forwarded them to East 
Side handbooks, was discharged 
today by Police Judge James H.

Ford S. Goetz, Ventura (Calif.)

Popular Opponents. 

Moreover, one of his opponents 
for the Missouri Democratic nom- 
ination was United States District 
Attorney Maurice Milligan, the 
man who had put Truman’s old 
friend, Tom Pendergast, in jail. 
Milligan was popular in Missouri, 
and so was Truman’s other op- 
ponent, Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, who 
had a strong organization. 

With such opposition to buck, it 
was unanimously agreed that Tru- 
man would run a bad third. Thus, 
inevitably, to work for Truman 
seemed a waste of time, and to 
contribute to his campaign a 
waste of money.

now. 
Expected Shortage in 14 Years. 
Discussion of the power genera- 
tion question followed a showing 
that present power plants may 
prove insufficient to meet the de- 
mands of the basin within about 
14 years. There had been a pass- 
ing reference to the possibility of 
steam generating facilities at an 
Interagency session in May, but 
this time the committee came 
more decisively to grips with the 
question. ;

Lignite burned as coal would 
operate steam generating plants 
for electricity; converted into gas- 
oline or oil it would operate diesel 
plants or the equivalent.

In the case of 
Republic, he said, the company 
was actually paying 7 per cent 
more for materials than it did 
last year. 

He challenged Nathan’s esti- 
mate that productivity in the steel 
industry had increased during the 
Jast 10 years by 50 per cent. Pro- 
ductivity in Republic’s plants had 
increased, he said, but this was 
not because of increased efforts 
on the part of its workers, but 
because the company had, in the 
last decade, plowed back 54 per 
cent of its profits to modernize 
its facilities. 

He gave no overall figure for

Your Washington correspondent, Jo- 
seph Hanlon, reports that two congres- 
sional committees are investigating the 
possibility of making labor unions sub- 
ject to anti-trust laws. 

Much is made over Thurman Arnold’s 
criticism of John L. Lewis’s order to 
United Mine Workers’ members to work 
only three days per week, thus curtail- 
ing coal production. Mr. Arnold thinks 
such power must be curbed.

States has a Bill of Rights in its charter. The 
Bills of Rights, at the federal and on the state 
levels, seemingly have served well enough that 
cities have found it unnecessary to declare their 
own attachment to’ civil liberties. 
like to suggest that the freeholders review this 
thinking and see if it does not take too much 
for granted. 

When the rights of citizens are violated, it 
happens in 99 cases out of 100 at the local or 
municipal level. 

When free speech is interfered with, it is on 
a street corner or in a public auditorium or 
some other place in a city or town. 

When the free exercise of religion is abridged, 
like as not it is by a municipal ordinance con- 
cerning the distribution of handbills. 

When a person suspected of crime is held in- 
communicado or is beaten up to force a confes- 
sion, the scene is invariably a local jail. Those 
who hold him illegally or who beat him are 
police or detectives paid by local taxes. 

When discriminations are applied against citi- 
zens because of race or color or national origin, 
it represents local policy, custom or practice. 

The case for bulwarking human rights on the 
municipal level could be extended easily. Almost 
anyone can think of other instances. Those 
cited above are enough to establish the need, in 
our opinion, beyond any question. 

St. Louis has had its Melendes ease. It has 
had its Howard case. It has had other ugly in- 
vasions of the rights of citizens. Allowing for 
these, we are fortunate in St. Louis that the 
record of the city is as good as it is on civil 
issues. This is one of the things about St. Louis 
which John Gunther commended in “Inside 
U.S.A.” It is an aspect of the city which that ob- 
servant Briton, Graham Hutton, complimented 
in “Midwest at Noon.” 

This community’s attachment to civil liberties, 
however, is an argument in favor of a specific 
Bill of Rights in the charter, not an argument 
that one is unnecessary. Should the freeholders 
draft a Bill of Rights and the citizens ratify it as 
part of a new charter, the community would de- 
clare in writing the principles by which it lives. 

This might, in time, come to have a wide- 
spread effect on the protection of civil rights 
over the country. Perhaps other cities would 
take up the idea. Cities less vigilant in the pres- 
ervation of human liberties would become more 
vigilant. People would realize as never before 
that rights are respected or trampled in cities 
and towns, by local officials in most. cases, rather 
than by state or national authority. 

The freeholders are charged with studying the 
question of what shall go into a new charter. 
We think they should be allowed to conduct 
their deliberations in an atmosphere of freedom 
to inquire, to investigate and to expound. There- 
fore, we raise this idea of a Bill of Rights for 
St. Louis as a suggestion for study. 

In many places there has been a retreat to 
fear. That is all the more reason for adopting 
a pledge to liberty by the unit of government 
with which St. Louisans live most closely—their 
city government. 


No Strike “If They Choose” 

The Missouri Pacific may be-strike-bound at 
any time beginning Sept. 2, but there is little 
sign of serious efforts to avert a shutdown. 

A presidential board suggested that the con- 
flict between the company and the unions be 
settled by the Railroad Adjustment Board, but 
the unions contend the board is already five 
years behind in its work. In that event, the 
two sides might stand unyielding on their rights, 
waiting for the board to get to their case and, 
in the meantime, close the railroad down for 
five years. 

Yet there is no excuse for even a one-day 
shutdown, because no really major issue is in- 
volved. The dispute is about some 300 accumu- 
lated grievances in which the railroad officials 
and the unions disagree over the interpretation 
of detailed operating rules. 

In other industries, such minor frictions are 
eliminated by give and take, negotiation and 
compromise. This might also be done in a rail- 
road case, says Theodore Short, the Mo. Pac.’s 
chief personnel man: “There’s nothing to pre- 
vent the two sides from getting together to at- 
tempt this before Sept. 2, if they choose to do 
so.” 

But they haven’t called a negotiating session. 
Why don’t they get busy and “choose to do so?” 
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Peoria Has Us Worried 


Comedians have been making wise-cracks 


about Peoria since time immemorial. They have 
created the impression that the place is hope- 
lessly backward and benighted, just a town to 
laugh off. Of course, the jokesters are unfair. 
Travellers who have taken a second look at 
Peoria do not agree with them at all. They may 
say that Peoria is not exactly Paris, that it may 
not be the place they would recommend for a 
honeymoon or a vacation. They will admit, how- 
evet, that in its way Peoria is pleasant enough. 

But the maligners seem to carry more weight 
than the fair-minded. This has led to a de- 
pressed state of mind and the sort of overtly 
defensive actions with which psychiatrists are 
all too familiar. It has done so at least on the 
editorial page of the Peoria Journal. The lat- 
est’ manifestation is a wild outcry of “Hurray 
for Broo !” This psychic phenomenon argues 
that the whole civilized world rejoiced when the 
Brooklyn Bums momentarily slipped back into 
first place in the National League the other day. 
There is some heavy-handed punning—too bad 


to be repeated—about the Cardinals which, the 


Journal is sure, will be appreciated everywhere, 
“except, perhaps, by the inhabitants of the vil- 
lage of St. Louis.” And then, as is so often 
the case in these psychic manifestations, the 
mood changes from one of world-encompassing 
self-assurance, to one of piteous pleading. “Keep 
it up, Brooklyn,” the editorial ends. “Please! 
We're committed now! Don’t.let us down!”

On .Dealing With Tito 

The Administration did the right thing, we 
are inclined to believe, when it accepted the 
State Department’s recommendation that Tito’s 
Yugoslavia be permitted to buy an American 
steel mill. The Pentagon opposed the deal 
on the possibility that products of the mill 
might some day be turned against Americans. 
That is a defensible position, but it seems that 
American policy toward Yugoslavia* must be 
based on a calculated risk. 

A limited amount of help to Tito might make 
a friend of sorts out of him. It might also 
impress other Balkan leaders that they can 
afford to be more independent of Russia than 
they now seem to beliéve. Up to a point, cau- 
tious, eyes-open experimentation with such a 
policy is justified. There’s much more to be 
won than to be lost. 

Still, the idea of sending a steel mill to 
Yugoslavia’ has its disconcerting aspects. In the 
first place, it is an encouragement to national- 
ism—something the United States professes to 
loathe in other parts of Europe, especially Ger- 
many. There, by the way, we are in accord 
with the French and British policy of tearing 
down steel mills and other factories. The Ger- 
mans are more than a little puzzled, wonder- 
ing how the removal of machines and tools and 
the consequent unemployment can turn their 
country into a bastion against totalitarian ex- 
pansion. They wonder, too, how it is supposed 
to make them into better democrats. 

They also ask whether the British are not 


nationalistic when London follows a _ policy - 


which, no matter how it is excused, has the 
effect of protecting British industries against 
possible German competition. Superficially, 
they have a point. And they have a chance to 
score another one by pointing out that now we 
are inclined today to praise Tito—with crossed 
fingers—as a patriot rather than to denounce 
him as a nationalist. If opposition to Moscow 
is the measuring rod, are they not also patriots 
when they plead for their steel mills? 

Cynicism in matters like these is all too easy. 
It overlooks the fact that in a badly scrambled 
world, it is not easy to be consistent. Statesman- 
ship inevitably is a matter of improvisation and 
expediency. It is akin to politics, the art of com- 
promise. But neither need be devoid of prin- 
ciple. 

Some of the inconsistencies, apparent and 
real, could be removed from our foreign policy 
if there were a little less haste to issue cliche- 
loaded explanations. On the whole, Washing- 
ton’s actions are far less inconsistent than its 
words. Any embarrassment arising from the 
decision to give Tito a lift will be turned to 
good account if it is used to persuade some of 
our statesmen to count ten before they talk— 
and to be at least as prudent where action is 
concerned.

Has it not 
yet seeped into the better Hollywood minds that 
the way to fill those empty plush seats is to 
grind out a product so superior fo current A-B-C 
grade pictures that the reliable public, with well- 
earned cash in hand, will line up for the priv- 
ilege of getting in? 
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To End the Confusion 
Now that the State Public Service Commission 
has rejected a new hearing on bus and streetcar 
fares, it’s unlikely that the city will have more 
success in appealing to the courts. . But at least 
the Darst Administration has modified its frantic 
opposition to higher fares. At this point some 


- voluntary agreement with the Public Service 


Co. seems possible. 

City Counselor James Crowe suggests that the 
12-cent fare be tried for three months, and that 
another threé-month trial be given to the fare 
combined with a weekly pass selling for $1.85 or 
$1.75. Earlier*the president of the Public Serv- 
ice Co., John Wilson, offered to co-operate in a 
six-month test of the 12-cent fare alone. After 
all the past argument, the two parties. now are 
not so far apart. Perhaps three months are not 
enough for a test, but as we have said before, a 
test is indicated. 

The commission is not in the habit of granting 


rehearings in such cases, but it might have ac- 


cepted some form of experiment with the fare 
schedule. The commissioners themselves could 
not eliminate guesswork from consideration of 
what the higher fares would mean. Neither 
could they agree on the effects of a. weekly pass. 

In this confused atmosphere the public does 
not know what to think of the fare increase, 
and the city’s past course of futile opposition 
could hardly dispel the doubts. Why doesn’t 
the city now invite the company to agree on a 
full test of the 12-cent fare? A further experi- 
ment with some pass system might await the 
outcome, but in any event the existing fare 
schedule deserves a fair trial.

Bernard Baruch, 79 Today, Looks 
Forward to Passing Century Mark 


Elder Statesman in Gay Mood on His Birth- 
day — Says Doctor Told Him He 
Would Reach 100. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 19 (UP)— 
Bernard Baruch, who is celebrat- 
ing his seventy-ninth birthday to- 
day, said last night that his doctor 
had told him he would pass the 
century mark and that he was 
looking forward to it. 

Baruch, adviser to presidents 
and one of America’s real elder 
statesmen, was in a gay mood, no 
mood to discuss the problems of 
the nation and the world, 

“IT have an engagement with a 
beautiful woman,” he told a_re- 
porter. 

“You wouldn’t want to delay 
that?” 

The “beautiful woman” he con- 
fessed was really two old friends. 

Baruch, a widower, sald that on 
this occasion he had no inclina- 
tion to discuss “big” questions. 

“Several months ago the people 
of the United States were be- 
moaning the fact that prices were 
dropping,” he said. “They had 
been wishing that prices would 
drop for several years. 

“Our real problem today cen- 
ters about what we are going to 
do about England. Everyone 
wants to know, a great deal de- 
pends upon it, but I simply don’t 
want to talk about it tonight.”

highball. Vaughan was the kind 


of half-friend, nalf-hanger-on most 
politicans collect in their retinue. 

Vaughan went to work with 
busy, back-slapping energy. Soon 
he had wangled a $5000 loan from 
a rich Democrat (the loan has 
since been repaid in full). This, 
and other money Vaughan col- 
lected, enabled Truman to put on 
a real fighting campaign. Milli- 
gan and Stark killed each other 
off in the race, and ,Truman 
squeaked by to win the nomina- 
tion. The election was easy, and 
the road which eventually led to 
the White House lay open. 

‘The story since this turning 
point in the lives of the two men 
is well known. Vaughan became, 
no longer a mere casual back- 
slapping pal, but one of the Tru- 
man circle (as did James K. Vard- 
aman, who also stood by ‘Truman 
in the dark days in 1940). Truman 
made Vaughan his secretary in 
the Senate, and Vaughan has had 
his appointed place on Truman's 
coattails ever since. Vaughan un- 
doubtedly has a sort of canine 
loyalty for his benefactor, and 
Truman is said to have an irri- 
table affection for Vaughan, some- 
thing like a father with a disap- 
pointing son. 


Two Important Factors. 


All this would be a rather af- 
fecting story of loyalty given and 
loyalty returned, were it not for 
two facts: Vaughan is the kind 
of man he is, and Truman is now 
President of the United States. 
Vaughan made a perfectly ade- 
quate Senator’s secretary. A Sena- 
tor’s secretary’s job generally con- 
sists largely of doing, in the Sen- 


ator’s name, little favors for his 
constituents—a telephone call to 
the right man here, an introduc- 
tion there, a little pressure con- 
veniently applied in the right 
place. 

A genial dunderhead, with a big 
name to use as a stick to beat 
the bureaucrats, can ‘do this sort 
of thing. And this is very much 
the sort of thing which, on the 
larger scale his position has per- 
mitted, Gen. Vaughan has appar- 
ently been dging. Comparisons be- 
tween the present mess and the 
Teapot Dome scandal are wholly 
misleading—there is no sort of 
evidence of personal corruption. 
Rather there has been the sort 
of finagling which a Senator's 
secretary, Who was a Ddusybody 
with a liking for intrigue, might 
undertake to do on his own. 


Truman No Longer a Senator. 


The trouble is that Harry Tru- 
man is no longer a Senator. Petty 
fixing is only a trifle squalid 
when it originates on Capitol Hill. 
But when it bears a White House 

stamp it has a downright ugly 
smell, even though it may be 
motivated by mere inflated ego, 
even though the President may 
know nothing about it. 

Moreover, the trouble goes deep- 
er than this. These are not times 
when dunderheads, however loy- 
al, however gehial, can be toler- 
ated near the sources of power. 
Those who know him affirm that 
Truman would never for a mo- 
ment tolerate the slightest taint 
of personal corruption in those 
near him. It is past time for the 
President to adopt the same in- 
tolerant attitude to what may 
seem to him mere harmless stu- 
pidity. For stupidity in the White 
House can be in the end at least 
as dangerous as corruption. And 
more and more since the election 
this Administration is taking its

Dr. Vincent J. Schaefer, General 
Electric research laboratory scien- 
tist, told the conference today that 
airplanes in the future may shoot 
weather projectiles into storm 
clouds to clear a hole for safe 
passage. 

Weather Control Possible. 

Schaefer, reviewing recent work 
in experimental meteorology, said 
artificial production of snow and 
rain, prevention or curbing of 
thunderstorms, hailstorms, light- 
ning, torrential rains, tornadoes 
and hurricanes, and clearing of 
aircraft icing conditions and of 
certain. types of ground fog are 
possible “future economic bene- 
fits” that science may offer. 

Schaefer in past experiments 
has shown that seeding certain 
types of clouds with dry icé, silver 
iodide and ordinary water can pro- 
duce rain or snow, depending on 
the season. 

He pointed out that warm or 
non-supercooled ground fog can- 
not be affected by seeding meth- 
ods. 

However, for dissipating icing 
conditions, the simplest means 
might be to assign a plane to pa- 
trol air lanes, report seriously 
cloudy super-cooled regions and 
carry out seedling operations, 
Schaefer said. Such a technique 
would be somewhat similar to the 


| snowplow train that goes ahead to 


clear the tracks of a railroad. 
He warned against non-scien- 


tific attempts to produce snow and 
rain. 

“The successful results obtained 
by some groups and the negative 
results experienced by others 
seem, in general, to be directly re- 
lated to the scientific attitude of 
those carrying out the 
ments and their understanding of 
the basic processes involved,” he 
said. 


“Tt igs naive, to say the least, to 
expect that promiscuous and ran- 
dom seeding of clouds will relieve 
droughts and in other ways lead 
to-profound changes in the weath- 
er cycle,” he said.

Assistant Secretary of the In- 
terior William E. Warne, address- 
ing Interagency and a_ civic 
luncheon, plunged deeply into the 
controversial question of public 
power. Loveland is in the area 
where Public Service Co. of 
Colorado has objected fo public 
power transmission lines, which 
are among those tied up under 
the attack of the private lobby on 
— annual appropriation 

ill. 

“We now realize,” said Warne, 
“that instead of having difficulties 
finding markets for even so large 
a block of energy as will be added 
by the Missouri river develop- 
ment, our major concern must be 
with finding power enough to 
meet even the basic requirements 
of the area, which are rapidly ex- 
panding. 

“The power from the Missouri 
basin development must be pooled 
as planned by the Bureau of Rec- 
clamation if the area is to obtain 
maximum benefits. This means 
that a backbone grid of transmis- 
sion lines must interconnect all of 
the power plants. Otherwise the 
benefits of integrated operation 
will be denied and much less than 
the maximum amount of energy 
made available. A restricted pro- 
gram would not be consonant 
with the ideals and purposes of 
the Missouri basin project.” 

Warne expressed hope that the 
necessary federal legislation for 
such an interconnecting public 
power transmission grid could be 
obtained soon, conceding at the 
same time that the fight on power 
production and transmission was 
the major controversy holding up 
the Interior Department appropri- 
ations. 

“Every area within the Missouri 
basin,” he said, “is vitally con- 
cerned with the outcome of this 
controversy, since the power pro- 
gram is affected and it is vital 
to the whole.” 

TVA Steam Plant Authorized. 

Congress only recently author- 
ized construction of a steam plant 
to “firm up” hydro-electric power 

uction of the Tennessee Val- 
ley Authority. This followed a 
strenuous fight against the plant 
by private power interests. 

Warne also said that a uniform 
power rate would be established 
throughout the area of the con- 
templated Missouri basin public 
power grid. That will probably 
bring a new attack from the pri- 
vate power lobby. Warne suggest- 
ed that oe Ms lignite and Kansas 
natural gas both might be used 
for fuel for steam generating 
plants,

Thus it.was on an evening last week when we 
couldn’t get-away until an hour or so before sun- 
set. Just south of Belleview, an old lane turns 
aside to wind down the headwaters of Saline 
creek under a canopy of trees which almost 
meets overhead. We followed the road perhaps 
two miles until it ended in the farmyard of an 
old house tucked close under the towering rise 
of Buford Mountain. Hiking on down past the 
house to the barn, we introduced ourselves to 
Mr. Trollinger, the owner, and visited with him 
for a half hour, while Mike and Chipper ex- 
plored the surrounding fields. 


* 


HEADING BACK, we ate our supper beside 
the creek where it flows along down a series of 
rocky ledges. Then, there still being an hour 
or two until dark, we drove to Graniteville and 
turned out the old Black river road. This bisects 
the wild country that lies between Tom Sauk 


and Bell Mountain, which we believe might well . 


be set aside as a primitive area for the Missouri 
Ozarks. Like the Monterey road which runs 
down Imboden creek, this one follows the east 
fork of Black river and literally runs in the 
bed of the stream. We'd only gone six or eight 
miles when black clouds came piling in from 
the southwest and it started to rain. 

At first we felt this would merely settle the 
dust, but soon out of each hollow to our left 
a freshet was flowing across the road to join 
the stream, and often the channel of these 
seemed to be right down the roadbed. At last, 
fearing that the rain might turn into a “gully 
washer” and that we’d be caught after dark in 
a flash flood, we turned around and headed for 
homé. So this is a trip we'll save for an after- 
noon, whe#f we can get an earlier start. And 
though We ran out of the rain at Graniteville, 
we came home to find that our petitions of 
last week were being answered in good measure. 
The threshing ended over at Bess Williams's 
farm, which joins us to westward, on Saturday, 
and now we were having the best rain of the 


month.

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The New Films!

Delightful French Work 


Y far and away the most diverting and appealing film 

B of the week is a 16-year-old French work, “MARIUS,” 

| first of a trilogy about the lives of a few volatile char- 

acters on the Marseilles waterfront, which opens tomorrow at 

the ART THEATER. 

The films, written and produced by Mar- 

cel Pagnol, one of the fine talents of the 

French stage and screen, and directed by 

Alexander Korda, were made at intervals of 

a good many years and have just been re- 

leased in this country in the past two years. 

The other two, “Fanny,” and “Cesar,” will 

follow in order at the Art after the run of “Marius,” of one or 
two weeks. ; 

“Marius,” best -described as a comedy-drama, bears the 
warm, human and slyly witty stamp of Pagnol’s Gallic style. 
The late Raimu, one of the world’s great actors, is Cesar, an 
understanding, soft-hearted but explosive bartender in a water- 
front bistro. Pierre Fresnay, who as he looked when this film 
was made will scarcely be recognized by those who ‘saw him in 
the recent “Monsieur Vincent” is Cesar’s moody son, Marius, 
torn between his longing for a life at sea and his love for 
young Fanny, played by Orane Demazis. A rival suitor for 
Fanny is the middle-aged widower ship chandler, Panisse, done 
by Charpin. 

The Pagnol-Korda approach is leisurely. Time is taken to 
look over the waterfront, to examine the characters of the 
principals with loving detail, to work in amusing vignettes on 
the excited bickerings which mask the strong affection between 
father and son, and Cesar for his friend Panisse. There is a 
great deal of tenderness mixed with Pagnol’s lively humor over 
his characters, and the actors bring it out superbly in the 
French style which combines naturalism with verve and won- 
derful expressiveness. Indeed, the pantomime and mobile face 
of Raimu often make unnecessary the reading of the English 
titles. If you want to see mature humor, lightly limned com- 
passion over human foibles, and some very fine acting indeed, 
then “Marius” is your fare. 


Triangle Drama 
“ONE WOMAN’S STORY,” at the SHADY OAK has much 
of the material for a good film. This English triangle drama 
has an intelligent acting cast in Ann Todd, Claude Rains and 
Trevor Howard, a sensitive director in David Lean, a screen- 
play written by the usually competent Eric 
Ambler from the H. G. Wells novel, “The 
Passionate Friends,” and it has been well pro- 
duced, Yet it doesn’t jell as drama. 
The plight of the heroine, wrongfully ac- 
cused by her banker husband of intimacy with 
a former admirer, a biology professor, when 
she has been such a painfully good girl, 
doesn’t touch one very deeply. Perhaps it’s because the cards 
of the plot have been too patently stacked against her to 
contrive the climactic situation where she sees herself as ruin- 
ing the lives of both men and starts to jump in front of a 
gubway train. Perhaps it’s because her decision after an 
earlier romance with the professor to give him up and stick 
with the fat checkbook of her husband leaves her in a 
rather cold and unsympathetic light. Maybe it’s because 
Howard seems more professorish than biological as the temp- 
ter. .But nowhere does “One Woman’s Story” crackle and the 
intended explosive bang of the ending is a weak pop. Too 
much mentality and not enough heart, I suppose. 


Claptrap and Bombast 

The true affair of the giant swindle involving the queen’s 
diamond necklace in the court of Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette of France was made into a fascinating and clever 
French movie a couple of years ago. But Hollywood, operat- 

ing in Italy in the persons of Orson Welles and 

a= Director Gregory Ratoff, has taken the same 

set of circumstances and made them, with 

a good deal of fictionizing, into a childishly 

hammy, lurid, turgid and utterly unconvincing 
piece, “BLACK MAGIC” at LOEW’S STATE. 

Welled with a lot of eye-rolling and eye- 
popping and a thunderous style of acting that 
went out with the old Shakesperean ranters, plays “Count” 
Cagliostro, the alchemist and fraudulent healer, here made into 
a hypnotist with mysterious curative powers. His wife, Lorenza 
(Nancy Guild) is made the tool of impersonation of Queen 
Marie Antoinette, instead of the actual Comtesse de Lamotte. 
A fictitious Viscomte de Montagne replaces the true figure, 
Cardinal de Rohan, as the dupe of the plot—trust Hollywood to 
take the easy way out. 

The figure of Dr. Mesmer, father of hypnotism, is dragged 
in to engage Cagliostro in a duel of compelling eyes at the 
latter’s trial. Mesmer hypnotizes the Count into an abject state 
of torpor, climaxing one of the silliest scenes we’ve ever encoun- 
tered in supposedly adult drama. Instead of merely a clever 
rascal, Cagliostro.is made into a power-mad maniac intent on 
seizing the power in France. The bravura of the treatment is 
topped by a sword fight on the dome of the Palace of Justice, 
about on the level of the ubiquitous -— on the cliff in the 
infancy of the movies. 


Return of Vaudeville 

The FOX has fallen in with the recent trend for revival of 
vaudeville, and has reopened with a variety-movie policy. Ex- 
cept for the absence of the old backdrop showing a row of

RUTLEDGE, Tenn., Aug. 19.

end is “Dr. Bryan speaking.” 
It is L. C. Bryan, “the telephone 
doctor,” ready to give advice to 


“one of his many wire patients. He 


can do that because he is the 
owner of the Rutledge Telephone 
Co., which serves this county seat 
town and the countryside in the 
Valley of East Tennessee. Other 
doctors have telephones and use 
them but patients of Dr. Bryan 
have the advantage of knowing 
that he can always be reached at 
central or central can find him 
wherever he is, for his assistant, 
Mrs. Kathleen Corum, is also the 
office manager of the telephone 
company. 

Dr. Bryan has a telephone sys- 
tem as an adjunct to his practice 
because when the company was 
on the rocks and he was in dan- 
ger of being deprived of its bene- 
fits he stepped in and bought it 
and has been running it ever 
since. That was in 1936. In May 
of that year the company, already 
on the verge of insolvency, Was 
practically wiped out by a fire 
which destroyed its central. After 
that creditor; filed an involuntary 
bankruptcy proceeding. Dr. Bryan 
needed telephones in his practice, 
so he bought the system. for $600. 
It wasn't cheap at the price be- 
cause many of the lines were 
down and until a switchboard 
could be obtained they would be 
useless anyway. Dr. Bryan, not 
really caring to go into the tele- 
phone business, tried to interest 
the Bell people. They were not 
buying any local systems just then 
but if the doctor wanted to re- 
habilitate and operate the Rut- 
ledge wreck they would co-operate 
with him in every way possible. 


All that the doctor had was a 
lot of dangling wires, The imme- 
diate need was for a switchboard. 
He located a second-handed one 
at Calderwood, down near the 
North Carolina line. He bought it 
for $100 and set it up in the re- 
ception room of his office. 

When the connections had been 
made and trouble shooters, with 
the doctor lending a hand, had 
repaired the lines, the Rutledge 
Telephone Co. was ready for busi- 
ness and so was Dr. Bryan, more 


ready than he had been before. 


because now he was linked up 
with his patients by the wires 
that ran into his office.

Now that the doctor was in the 
telephone business he rather liked 
it, but he was not satisfied with 
the system as it was. It fell short 
of being a credit to him or to the 
town. In such matters he had 
his pride. He had chosen to be 
a country doctor and had selected 
Rutledge as his field of practice 
when he came out of medical 
school because it was his old 
home town, where his father had 
been a lawyer and county judge. 
Although his standing by 1936 as 
a successful doctor could not be 
questioned he didn't want people 
to say: “Yes, but look at that old 
run-down telephone system of 
his.” 

Feeling that way about it, he 
planned to make it such a system 
that he could be proud of it. The 
lines were put in good condition 
and the number of subscribers 
rapidly increased. His ambition 
was to have a dial switchboard 
and cradle receivers. It took 
him, operating under his own cap- 
italization, 10 years to swing it, 
but when, in the summer of 1936, 
the new equipment was installed 
at.a cost of $12,000, his satisfac- 
tion was the greater because there 


were only two other independents 
in the state with such a setup and 
the other two were smaller than 
his. The Rutledge system, now 
with 317 subscribers, covers a 
radius of about 14 miles with 150 
miles of double wires and extend 
as far as 15 miles, with of course 
a hookup with the Bell long- 
distance lines. 

When the doctor took it over 
there were only 36 subscribers 
left of the 125 that the company 
had had at its peak and the serv- 
ice was so poor that hardly a day 
passed without a subscriber, after 
failing to get a connection, send- 
ing in a demand that the darn 
thing be taken out of his house. 


When the doctor went into the 
telephone business there were 
prophecies, on the basis of what 
had happened to the old company, 
that he would stub his toe and 
would be lucky: if he didn’t go 
broke. He was not too optimistic 
himself. He didn’t expect it to be 
profitable, but he figured that if 
he didn’t sink more than $1000 a 
year on it he would be satisfied, 
for it would be worth that much 
in his practice. It fooled him, 
though. The coffee mills that 


hung on the walls of the sub- 
scribers made a profit for him 
every year. Not exactly a clear 
profit, for he turned it all back 
into improvements or saved it up 
for the dial system that was his 
goal, but it built up the business, 
so that now, with a capitalization 
of $10,000, all the stock owned by 
him, it has a value of three times 
that much.

T is a satisfaction to Dr. Bryan 

that he has been able to give his 

home town and Grainger county 
a modern telephone system, but 
his greater happiness is in serving 
his own people as a country doc- 
tor. When he graduated he might 
have taken up city practice with 
its promise of greater rewards but 
it was not a prospect that pleased 
him. He had lived in Rutledge 
through his boyhood. His father 
had had an honorable career here 
as lawyer and judge. He wanted 
nothing better than to carry on 
the family tradition. It was. in 
1927 that he made his start. Now 
at the age of 48 he has no regrets. 

“T have made a right good liv- 
ing here,” he says, “and have had 
satisfactions that would not have 
come to me elsewhere. I have 
never had any ambition to be any- 
thing but a country doctor.” 

It is his ambition that his son, 
Max,. will follow in his footsteps. 
The boy is taking a pre-medic 
course at the University of Ten- 
nessee: “I could afford to set him 
up anywhere,” says; Dr. Bryan, 
“but when he has his diploma Il 
want him to come in here with 
me. When he is 60 yedrs old he 
will be better off than if he went 
in for city practice.” 

Dr. Bryan’s satisfactions are not 
confined to the success of his 
practice. Of greater importance 
is the esteem in which he is held 
in town and county. In addition 
to being the head of the telephone 
system, he is a director of the 
local bank, president of the Lions 
Club and a steward of the Metho- 
dist church. In addition he is a 
director of the Tennessee Inde- 
pendent Telephone Association, 
composed of 236 independent cen- 
trdls, with which his company is 
affiliated. 

By reason of all this, when 
young Dr. Bryan throws in with 
old Dr. Bryan, he wij] have ad- 
vantages that fall to few begin- 
ning practitioners, the founda- 
tions laid for him by his father 
and the telephone system, famed 
from Clinch mountain on the 
north to the Tennessee knobs on 
the south and to the Smokies 40 
miles. away, that will descend 
from father to son.

It is per- 
haps most often used with refer- 
ence to a parent’s affection for 
a child. The point might be made 
that this word, traced back to its 
origin, is somehting of a red light 
to warn against spoiling a child! 

The point is that “dote” is not 
in the lexicon of words of affec- 
tion or admiration. It defines 
weakness, such as the senility of 
age! 

“Dote” derives from the Old 
English and Teutonic “doten”—to 
nod or doze with sleep! In Old 
French there was “redoter,” to 
talk idly or senselessly, so that 
dozing and foolish talk are appar- 
ently from the same _ source! 
Chaucer used “doten” in English, 
but it has been “dote” since Eliza- 
bethan times, when Dryden wrote 
these lines: “Time has ma? -you 
and vainly tell of arms 
imagined in your lonely cell.” 

Another English poet, Southey, 
wrote of a character who “sur- 
vived the use of his reason, grew 
infatuated, and doted long before 
he . died.” 

Thus, out of the dozing of the 
aged, and the foolish talk of im- 
becility, came the idea of being 
“foolishly fond,” or “weakly affec- 
tionate,” which is the true sense 
of doting.

North’s jump takeout on the 
first round was of questionable 
merit, and, having made that ag- 
gressive bid, he should have rested 
on his oars for the balance of the 
auction. 

West led the diamond ten. Dum- 
my’s king won, and declarer took 
stock. What was he to do about 
the two spade losers? A moment’s 
reflection showed South the on 
chance. - 

At the second trick he led 2 
low spade from dummy. East put 
up the king and returned the club 
jack—not that his return, or even 
East’s play in spades, had any 
importance. South took the c]ub 
trick, cashed three rounds of 
trumps (which, fortunately, were 
enough), then led to the diamond 
ace and ruffed dummy’s last dia- 
mond with his own last trump. 
Now he played a spade to the ace 
and cashed the remaining trump. 


South had an excellent discard 
at this point—his last spade—but 
East was not so lucky. Only he 
could guard both spades and clubs 
for his side—and that was a bit 
difficult since he had to give up 
his last spade or one of his 
precious clubs on dummy’s trump 
lead. When he let go a club, 
South ran the entire suit: 


a mixture of caustic potash and 
hot water. But the best way to 
avoid grease troubles is not to 
let large quantities of it ever get 
near the drainage system.

{For Two) 

Ingredients: Two hard-cooked 

eggs, one teaspoon butter or 


margarine, one-half teaspoon cider 
vinegar, one-half teaspon mustard, 
one tablespoon butter or marga- 
rine, one tablespoof flout, three- 
fourths cup milk, one-half cup 
firmly packed cubed cooked ham, 
salt and freshly ground pepper, 
paprika; parsley. 
Method: Cut the hard-cooked 
eggs in half lengthwise and scoop 
out the yolks into a small mixing 
bowl; keep the whites intact and 
set aside. Add one teaspoon butter 
or margarine to the yolks and 
mash well; add the vinegar and 
mustard and mix vigorously until 
smooth. Refill the egg gorges biprg 
the yolk mixture and se 
Melt the one tablespoon yo Fee o 
Margarine in a small saucepan 
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over low. héat, add the flour and 
biend well; add the milk all at 


one time ahd stir over low Héat 
until mixture is entirely smooth. 
Now increase heat to moderate 
and cook until thickened and 
bubbly, stirring constantly; add 
the ham and allow to bubble over 
low heat for two more minutes. 
Remove from heat, taste for sea- 
soning and add salt and pepper as 
necessary; if ham is salty no more 
salt may be needed. Put. the
